whose successive links encircle the globe, 
and v/hose activities are one of the 
ameliorating forces of civilization. 


Locally the Y. W. C. A. has stood the 


test. Two years of vivid experiences, of 
good works, of unselfish endeavor have 
established this Association in the good 
graces of every man, woman and child 
in the city. It was well born, it has been 
well reared, it has a radiant future. The 
remorseless judge. Time, has rendered 
his verdict—The Young Women's Chris- 
tian Association has come to Coshocton 
to stay. 


The "Y" has been a good investment 


for Coshocton. Its basic ideas are right, 
it encompasses within its membership the 
right kind of people. It has enlisted the 
activities not only of the true-hearted, 
ambitious girls whose efforts are largely 
instrumental in running our stores and 
factories and homes, but the mothers and 
fathers of the city are equally interested 
in the success of the "Y" and because of 
all these good influences its success was 
pre-determined from the start. 


Now the girls who are directly respon- 


sible for the management of the Associa- 
tion are asking for a new lease of life. 
Beginning Tuesday they will conduct a 
three-day campaign to meet their budget 
requirements for another year. It would 
be better to save them all this effort and 
instead of making a three-day job of it, 
every dollar of the $8,000 they need 
should

For these girls and the older women 


who are helping them need no certificate 
of character in Coshocton. 
There is 


none to question their sincerity of pur- 
pose, the wisdom of their motives, their 
ability to administer the great trust that 
is reposed in them. They are the salt of 
the earth, the saving force in every mod- 
ern movement, the backbone of every 
activity worth while. 


Before the days of the Y. W. C. A. 


these same Coshocton girls and women 
achieved notable things with a few pal- 


try dollars. In the two years of Associa- 
tion existence they have accomplished 
much more. 
We know of no greater 


force for good in the city these two years 
past. There can be no human record of 
the social and spiritual influences it has 
set in motion, but there is such a record 
and in the fulness of time it will be 
known. But its immediate, direct worth 
to Coshocton has perhaps been best at- 
tested in the words of one of its own 
members, a girl who works for her liv- 
ing: 
"Knowing the Y. W. C. A. as I 


have come to know it. I wouldn't live in 
a town that hadn't a 'Y.' " 


She will never need to so long as her 


lot is cast in Coshocton. No town whose 
instincts are right and whose traditions 
are true, ever gives up a moral and social 
factor like this.

In this instance all that 
they ask is for the common good and 
when granted will serve no selfish pur- 
pose of their own. That is not the way 
of woman. She knows more of sacrifice 
than she does of indulgence, more of 
service for others than of the soft things 
of life for herself. 


But there is no need of reviewing facts 


of this kind here. The women and girls 
in whose behalf this is written and for 
whom the men of the city will be asked 
to contribute a modest money gift this 
week, prefer that their praises be not 
sung in public print. They are the thoro- 
breds of the race, the staying force which 
immcmorially has saved us when the wa- 
ters of tribulation run deep. 


They are not of those against whom 


the exclamation was directed, "O, ye of 
little faith!" 
But rather in them have 


the noble attributes of faith abundant 
and works unceasing been so admirably 
combined that even the meanest of man- 
kind in his heart does silent reverence at 
thc mere mention of that word divine—• 
Woman. 


And so, without carping tongues or 


mental reservation let us make of this 
campaign for Y. W. C. A. funds a mere 
formality, a heartfelt testimonial to what 
has been and to what we know shall 
come from our mothers and daughters, 
the stabilizing force in pur minutest af- 
fairs, the lump upon which man depends 
for the leavening of civilization.
